w ard Santiago.

can side were killed

ble to calculate the

losses, 
though it Is known 
that 
they were 
much larger than the American as re­ 
gards actual loss of life. 
At present 
thirty seven have been

out. Rut they lost Copt. Capron, Lieut. 
Thom as and about fifteen men, killed 
and wounded. The Spanish firing w’as 
accurate, so accurate, indeed, that it 
surprised me; 
and their firing 
w as 
fearfully heavy. 
I won’t say a word 
for our own men. 
Every officer and 
man did his duty up to the handle. Not 
a man flinched." 
From another 
officer 
who took a 
prominent part in the fighting more de- 
tails were obtained. 
He said: "W hen 
the firing began Lieut. Col. Roosevelt 
took the right wing with Troops (J and 
K, under Captains Llewellyn aud J e n k ­ 
ins. and moved to tin* support of Copt.

Oar Minnesota taxes amount 
to over $500,000 per annum which, 
added to the

throughout the state and particularly 
in the northern portion of it, against 
any railroad enterprise, that we do 
not feel disposed to build any more 
railroads in Northern Minnesota. We 
are building a line this year from 
Ponton through to Superior, and 
while for twenty years I have done 
little else than to beild railroads into 
new communities, the present attitude 
of the public is suon that I do not 
oaro to spend any further time or et 
fort in that direetion. Possibly they 
oan get somebody else to do it better.” 
Notwithstanding the above talk Mr. 
Hill goos right ahead acquiring rail 
road property aud in Minnesota too. 
Last week he purchased the old Du 
luth and Winnipeg, and is building 
200 miles more from Fosston to Du­ 
luth, and be has been for years schem­ 
ing in every way to get control of the 
N. P. with its hundreds of miles 
this state. 
Jim’s talk sounds strong 
but it is simply a bluff.

One hundred and tw enty-cne years 
ago the bell rang in Independence hall 
in Philadelphia. 
To the uninitiated it 


THOMAS JEFFER SO N , 
pealed its sonorous notes for some un­ 
known purpose. 
To those who, breath­ 
less, were waiting for the sound, it told 
the news that liberty had shaken off 
her shackles in the new world, that 
she had taken her rightful place and 
th a t hereafter the people would ac­ 
knowledge the power of no ruler except 
such as m ight he chosen by them ­ 
selves. 
It was a curious scene in that 
staid old Quaker town, the last place 
in the colonies where one would have 
suspected a spark would be given birth 
to light freedom’s torch throughout the 
western hemisphere. 
It was on the seventh day of June, 
177G, that the delegates from the colo­ 
nies sitting in congress in Philadelphia 
considered tho following resolution in­ 
troduced 
by 
Virginia's 
statesman, 
Richard Henry Lee: 
“ Rerolved, T hat the United States 
colonies are and ought to Lo free and 


BENJAM IN FRANKLIN, 
independent states and their political 
connection with Great Britain is and 
ought to be dissolved.” 
There had 
been 
m urm urings 
and 
threats and calm expressions of de­ 
term ination. 
But here was united ac­ 
tion. 
The people, by their representa­ 
tives duly chosen, formally absolved 
themselves from allegiance from the 
m other country and said to the world 
th a t they had cast off their swaddling 
clothes, and were now able to walk 
alone. 
To speak with absolute truth, 
all the delegates did not favcr this 
progressive step. 
Some opposed it on 
the ground that it 
was 
premature. 
Nevertheless 
the 
resolution 
over­ 
came opposition and was indorsed as 
stated, by the m ajority of one. T h ir­ 
teen colonies were represented. 
Be­ 
cause seven of them voted and stood 
for independence, the United States is 
today what she is. 
Subsequent devel­ 
opments prove that had the action ta k ­ 
en been delayed, the question of inde­ 
pendence might have slept in peace un. 
til the herald of the people, no one 
knows b o c many years after, sounded 


the tocsin of revolution. 
The dele­ 
gates thought it wise to defer the ques­ 
tion of final consideration to July I, 
1776, by which time they believed there 
m ight be a more united feeling among 
the people. 
Thus it 
was that on June ll, that 
famous committee was apppointed to 
frame the declaration of independence. 
Note the names, and if you are a stu­ 
dent of the history of the United States, 
conceive, if you can, of a better quin­ 
tet to have represented the American 
people: 
Benjamin 
Franklin, 
John 
Adams, Thom as Jefferson, Roger Sher­ 
man, Robert R. Livingston. 
The first 
was the man whose fame is ticked into 
our ears every tim e we hear a telegraph 
instrum ent, whose genius is placed in 
broad light whenever we enjoy the il­ 
lum ination of electricity. 
The second 
rose to be president of the nation he 
helped to form. 
The third is the fa­ 
ther of w hat the world knows as Jeffer­ 
sonian democracy. 
The fourth, puri­ 
tan, patriot, leader, gave more in moral 
force and determ ination, in knowledge 
of the law and its common sense prin­ 
ciples than alm ost any man who as­ 
sisted at the birth of the nation. 
The 
fifth was the m an of whom the m ajor­ 
ity of people know comparatively little, 
and yet there was none who better de­ 
served a place of honor in the public 
mind. 
E m inent 
as a 
financier, 
a 
shrewd judge of hum an nature, his 
touch on the helm of state was ex-

actly what was needed to keep the 
young craft on her course. 
Jefferson had spoken but little 
in 
congress and he had no part in the 
acrimonies which then prevailed. 
In 
a plain brick house, corner of Market 
and Seventh streets, Philadelphia, he 
drafted the declaration of independ­ 
ence. 
The work was alm ost wholly 
Jefferson’s, only a few verbal altera­ 
tions being suggested by Adams and 
Franklin. 
It them was approved by 
the committee. 
A few passages were 
struck out by congress 
Caesar Rodney, one of Delaware's 
delegates, In order to have his v.ite 
recorded, rode in the saddle from a 
point eighty miles from Philadelphia, 
all night, and reached the floor Just in 
time on July 4 to cast D elaw are’s vote 
in favor of independence. 
On that day, 
ever memorable in American annals, 
the declaration of independence was

adopted by the unanim ous vote of the 
thirteen colonies. 
The enthusiasm of the patriots 
at 
hearing the intelligence was unbound- 
! ed. 
While congress had been discuss- 
j log the subject, crowds assembled out- 
I side the hall and In the atresia, an­ 


xiously aw aiting the result. 
W hen it 
was announced at noon the state house 
bell, on which was inscribed “ Proclaim 
liberty throughout all the land unto 
the inhabitants thereof,” clanged deep 
and melodiously and the throng gave 
vent to long and loud shouts of exulta­ 
tion. 
The old hell ringer had been at his 
post since early morning. 
He had 
placed his boy below to announce when 
the declaration was adopted, so that

the wearisome hours passed and no 
sign came to him the aged hell ringer 
finally exclaimed “They will never do 
it!

he heard his boy clapping his hands 
and vociferating at the top of his ju ­ 
venile lungs “ Ring! R in g !” 
The old 
hands swayed the sonorous bell with 
delirious vigor. 
Its reverberations was 
echoed by every steeple in the city. 
T hat was a gala day in Philadelphia, 
w hat with rejoicings and bonfires and 
illuminations. 
The cannon 
boomed 
and messengers rode away hotly in all 
quarters to announce the news. W ash­ 
ington then was in New York with the 
army. 
By his orders it was read to the 
soldiers, who acclaimed it enthusias­ 
tically. 
The townsfolk on th at night 
tore the statue of George III. from Its 
pedestal In Bowling Green and It was 
melted Into 42,000 bullets for the pa 
trlotic troops.

Editor Bell of the Roseau Times 
recently sent, a letter to Bros. Hill of 
the Great Northern road, enclosing a 
printed slip showing the need and the 
possibly profitable investment of a 
railroad into that section of the stato. 
In reply Mr. Hill indites a letter 
the editor which is reasonably “hot 
stuff.” 
In part Mr. Hill said: 
“Tho business of our lines in Min­ 
nesota, if it were not for the business 
brought from the western lines would 
not be sufficient to pay the legal rate 
of interest on the investment and our 
company is now so heavily taxed by 
the state. Oar Minnesota tuxes amount 
to over $500,000 per annum which, 
added to the 
unfriendly

not feel disposed to build any more 
railroads in Northern Minnesota. We 
aro building a line thiH year from 
Fosston through to 
Superior, and 
while for twenty year* I have done 
little else than to build railroads into 
new communities, the present attitude 
of the pnblio is auoh that I do not 
care to spend any farther time or ef­ 
fort in that dirootion. 
Possibly they 
can get somebody else to do it better.”

Hard-featured old farmers eome in 
and view the cases where the flags are 
located and presently, if one cares to 
watch, there will be distinct evidences 
of moisture and the dew on the grass 
of a June morning was never more de­ 
lightful than the dew of patriotism that 
really springs from the heart of the 
American citizen, whether he be old 
and hard-featured or in the ftiTsh of 
youth. 
When we wake up on a Fourth of 
July morning, those of ns who have 
passed beyond the delightful time of 
4 a. ra. and firecrackers, we are often 
disposed to make sundry and pointed 
remarks about the noise that wo hear.

So much for patriotism. 
Really, the flag Is a very prosaic bene­ 
fit. apart from the sentiment that a t ­ 
taches to it. 
Thousands and thous­ 
ands of people gain their living, from 
one year’s end to another, in making 
United States flags. 
Think of it. E v ­ 
ery year, the people of the United 
States buy three millions of flags. D ur­ 
ing that same period a million flags 
disappear. 
Nobody knows where they 
go to. 
The American flag has just passed 
Its one hundred and twenty-first birth­ 
day. 
The patched up affair that Bet­ 
sey Ross gave to the world at the time 
of the revolutionary war has been re­ 
produced millions of times. 
Yet the 
only change from the design that the 
expert fingers of Mrs. Ross prepared 
is in the number of stars. 
It is just 
the same flag in appearance that dec­ 
orated the hall In which the first con­ 
gress of the United States met. 
It 
is a finer flag now in point of material, 
and almost any sort can be bought that 
one is willing to pay for, but w’hether 
it he silk or paper, it is the stars and 
stripes, the idol of the people, whose 
fame increases with the addition of ev­ 
ery star. 
And all the time we think of the 
poetry and prose of the flag. 
If any 
reader of these lines has ever visited 
a foreign country, has been a stranger 
in some far away place over the ocean, 
he may remember the feeling of joy, 
of pride, almost rapture that came to 
him when he first saw the stars and 
stripes floating over the consulate. 
The writer remembers some years 
ago walking down the Bois de Bou­ 
logne in Paris. 
Just ahead of him 
was a regulation man of the world, and 
yet something about him indicated that 
at one time or another he had lived in 
America. 
He walked slowly down the 
avenue until all of a sudden, from the 
second story of a building at the right, 
there was flung to the breeze the silk­ 
en folds of a beautiful specimen of the 
American flag.

Its 
Signers. 


One hundred and twenty-cne years 
apo the hell rang in Independence hall 
in Philadelphia. 
To the uninitiated it 


THOMAS JEFFERSON, 
pealed Its sonorous notes for some u n ­ 
known purpose. 
To those who, breath­ 
less. were waiting for the sound, it told 
the news that liberty had shaken off 
her shackles in the new world, that 
she had taken her rightful place and 
th at hereafter the people would ac­ 
knowledge the power of no ruler except 
such as might be chosen by them ­ 
selves. 
It was a curious scene in that 
staid old Quaker town, the last place 
in the colonies where one would have 
suspected a spark would be given birth 
to light freedom’s torch throughout the 
western hemisphere. 
It was on the seventh day of June, 
177G, that the delegates from the colo­ 
nies sitting in congress in Philadelphia 
considered the following resolution in­ 
troduced 
by 
Virginia’s 
statesman, 
Richard Henry Lee: 
"Rerolved, That the United States 
colonies are and ought to be free and 


BENJAMIN FRANKLIN, 
independent states and their political 
connection with Great Britain is and 
ought to be dissolved.” 
There had 
been 
murmurlngs 
and 
threats and calm expressions of de­ 
termination. 
But here was united ac­ 
tion. 
The people, by their representa­ 
tives duly chosen, formally absolved 
themselves from allegiance from the 
mother country and said to the world 
that they had cast off their swaddling 
clothes, and were now able to walk ! 
alone. 
To speak with absolute truth, 
all the delegates did not favcr this 
progressive step. 
?omo opposed it on 
the ground that it 
was 
premature. 
Nevertheless 
the 
resolution 
over­ 
came opposition and was indorsed as 
stated, by the majority of one. Thir­ 
teen colonies were represented. 
Be­ 
cause seven of them voted and stood 
for Independence, the United States is 
today what she is. 
Subsequent devel­ 
opments prove that had the action tak- j 
en been delayed, the question of inde­ 
pendence might have slept in peace un­ 
til the herald of the people, no one j 
knows h o c many years after, sounded | 


the tocsin of revolution. 
The dele­ 
gates thought it wise to defer the ques­ 
tion of final consideration to July 1, 
1776, by which time they believed there 
might l>e a more united feeling among 
the people. 
Thus it 
was that on June 11, that 
famous committee was apppointed to 
frame the declaration of Independence. 
Note the names, and if you are a stu­ 
dent of the history of the United Stales, 
conceive, if you can. of a better quin­ 
tet to have represented the American 
people: 
Benjamin 
Franklin, 
John 
Adams. Thomas Jefferson. Roger Sher­ 
man, Robert R. Livingston. 
The first 
was the man whose fame is ticked into 
our er.rs every time we hear a telegraph 
instrument, whose genius is placed in 
broad light whenever we enjoy the il­ 
lumination of electricity. 
The second 
rose to be president of the nation he 
helped to form. 
The third is the fa­ 
ther of what the world knows aH Jeffer­ 
sonian democracy. 
The fourth, puri­ 
tan, patriot, leader, gave more in moral 
force and determination, in knowledge 
of the law and its common sense prin­ 
ciples than almost any man who as­ 
sisted at the birth of the nation. 
The 
fifth was the man of whom the major­ 
ity of people know comparatively little, 
and yet there was none who better de­ 
served a place of honor in the public 
mind. 
Eminent 
as a 
financier, a 
shrewd judge of human nature, his 
touch on the helm of state was ex- 


JOI1N ADAMS, 
actly what was needed to keep the 
young craft on her course. 
Jefferson had spoken but little 
in 
congress and he had no part in the 
acrimonies which then prevailed. 
In 
a plain brick house, corner of Market 
and Seventh streets, Philadelphia, he 
drafted the declaration of independ­ 
ence. 
The work was almost wholly 
Jefferson’s, only a few verbal altera­ 
tions being suggested by Adams and 
Franklin. 
It tiien was approved by 
the committee. 
A few passages were 
struck out by congress 
Caesar Rodney, one of Delaware’s 
delegates, In order to have his v.ite 
recorded, rode in the saddle from a 
point eighty miles from Philadelphia, 
all night, and reached the floor just in 
time on July 4 to cast Delaware’s vote 
in favor of independence. 
On that day, 
ever memorable in American annals, 
the declaration of independence was 


RICHARD HENRY LEE. 
adopted by the unanimous vote of the 
thirteen colonies. 
The enthusiasm of the patriots 
at 
hearing the intelligence was unbound­ 
ed. 
While congress had been discuss­ 
ing the subject, crowds assembled out­ 
side the hall and in the streets, an­ 


xiously awaiting the result. 
When it 
was announced at noon the state house 
bell, on which was Inscribed “ Proclaim 
liberty throughout all the land unto 
the inhabitants thereof,” clanged deep 
and melodiously and the throng gave 
vent to long and loud shouts of exulta­ 
tion. 
The old hell ringer had been at his 
post since early morning. 
He had 
placed his boy below to announce when 
the declaration was adopted, so that

not an instant might be lost, in trans­ 
ferring the glad tidings by means of 
the bell to the waiting multitude. As 
the wearisome hours passed and no 
sign came to him the aged bell ringer 
finally exclaimed “They will never do 
It! 
They will never do It!” 
Just then 
he heard his boy clapping his hands 
and vociferating at the top of his ju­ 
venile lungs “Ring! R in g !” 
The old 
hands swayed the sonorous bell with 
delirious vigor. 
Its reverberations was 
echoed by every steeple in the city. 
T h at was a gala day in Philadelphia, 
what with rejoicings and bonfires and 
illuminations. 
The cannon 
boomed 
and messengers rode away hotly in all 
quarters to announce the news. W ash­ 
ington then was in New York with the 
army. 
By his orders it was read to the 
soldiers, who acclaimed it enthusias­ 
tically. 
The townsfolk on that night 
tore the statue of George III. from its 
pedestal in Bowling Green and it was 
melted into 42,000 bullets for the pa­ 
triotic troops. 
“ Yesterday,” wrote John Adams to 


ROGER SHERMAN, 
his wife, “ the greatest question was 
decided that was ever debated in Amer­ 
ica; and greater, perhaps, never was or 
will be decided among men. 
A reso­ 
lution was passed without one dissent­ 
ing colony ‘that these united colonies 
are, and of right ought to be, free and 
Independent.’ 
The day is passed. The 
Fourth of July, 1776, will be a memor­ 
able epoch in the history of America. I 
am apt to believe it will be celebrated 
by succeeding generations as the great 
anniversary festival. 
It ought to be 
commemorated as the day of deliver­ 
ance by solemn acts of devotion to Al­ 
mighty God. 
It ought to be solemnized 
with poinp, shows, games, sports, guns, 
bells, bonfires and illuminations from 
one end of the continent to the other, 
from this time forward forever.” 
By 
a 
strange 
coincidence 
John 
Adams died on July 4, 1826, the fiftieth 
anniversary of the declaration of in­ 
dependence. His last words were “Jef­ 
ferson still survives.” 
But at 1 o’clock 
on the same day Jefferson also passed 
away.

KILLED HIS MOTHER. 


Msx John August Schmaltz’ Awfu« Crime 


at Garrison. 


On Tuesday evening T. G. Dyke- 
man and J. M. Crowell, of Garrison, 
arrived in the city, bringing in Max 
John August Schmaltz, who in an in 
sane moment had killed his aged 
mother, Amanda Schmaltz, by shoot­ 
ing her through tho heart with a shot 
gun loaded with buck shot. 
I he 
woman was 70 years of ago, and at 
the time of the murder was engaged 
in picking strawberries to aell to buy 
shoes for her alayer. 
Tho man is un­ 
doubtedly inwaiie, having been confin­ 
ed for a period in the Fergus I'alls 
asylum and was only released last 
spring. 
Ho was turned over to Sher­ 
iff Erickson and locked up, and Wed 
nesday morning was arraigned in the 
municipal court charged with murder 
in tho first degree. 
W. H. Crowell 
appeared for the prisoner and waived 
examination, and lie was sent to jail 
to await the action of the grand jury. 
Although the man is ernzy he seems 
to have lucid spells when he realizos 
the awful thing he has done, and it is 
feared that in such a moment he will 
attempt to take his own life. 
As near as we can learn tho shoot 
iog occurred in the following manner: 
He and his brother were clearing a 
a piece of land some miles from home, 
when the brother uoticed that the 
heat of the sun apparently had effect­ 
ed him, and the brother thought it 
best to return homo. 
When they ar­ 
rived at tho house Max jumped out 
and went to the house, and grabbing 
the gun started up a road leading to 
the woods. 
Two or three brothers 
followed him some distance behind. 
They saw him raise the gun and fire, 
and then throw 
the 
gun 
down 
ami run off in 
another direction 
through the woods. 
They did not 
kno.v ho had shot anyone, but sup­ 
posed he had fired the gun into the 
air. 
He went to a neighbor and told 
him he had shot his mother and want­ 
ed to be taken to Dykeman’s. 
This 
was done his brothers following. 
Ar­ 
riving at Dykeman’s he told them 
what he had done and also his broth­ 
ers who had arrived. 
The brothers 
oa learning of tho awful crime were 
beside themselves and triod to kill 
him with rocks, but others who were 
present prevented them and took 
charge of him and the brothers also. 
They returned to whore the shooting 
occurred and found tho aged lady 
just as he had paid. Two buck shot 
had passed through her body pene­ 
trating the heart and one went through 
her hand. She no doubt was instuat- 
ly killed. 
Coroner I. T. Dean was notified 
and early Wednesday morning went 
to tho scene of the crime. A coroner’s 
jury was summoned composed of J. 
J. Crowell, F. T. Crowell and James 
Cofield, and after viewing the remains 
and hearing such testimoney as was 
available returned a verdict thi(t 
“Amanda Schmaltz same to her death 
by a shot fired by one Max Schmaltz.” 
After the inquest the remains of the 
unfortunate woman was interred at 
Garrison, 
Rev. 1). D. McKay, of this 
city conducting the funeral services.
